From tha t date, the order 
draws interest at the rate of 7 per cent 
per annum.

of your custom. 
In case of very large

rl he smart from this injustice 
turned the indifference he felt for his 
native land into hatred, and ever after 
j he considered him self quite free from 
I any responsibility for having been born 
and having spent the first 12 years of 
his life m so inhospitable a country. 
In Jiis twenty-seventh year a great 
and fortunate change occurred to him. 
His brother W illiam, who had emigrat- 
ed to Virginia and died there, left him 
an estate. 
There is no doubt that Paul 
Jones was often afterward in w’anfc of 
ready money, hut it m ust be remem ­ 
bered that everybody w as in want of 
ready money in the eighteenth century. 
( ertain it is, from his papers preserved 
at Washington, that he might bo consid­ 
ered at the beginning of the war a man 
of independent fortune. 
I ho tw’o years of his life in V irginia 
are obscure, as m ight be expected from 
a man living the life of a provincial 
country gentleman, which the records 
concerning him prove. A t the outbreak 
of war with the mother country Paul 
Jones hastened to 
Philadelphia, 
and 
through Mr. Joseph Hewes, a member 
of congress from North Carolina, got 
his commission as senior first lieutenant 
in the infant navy of the colonies. 
It 
W’as then he made the acquaintance of 
Robert Murris, to whon ho felt a p as­ 
sionate gratitude 
and 
affection, and 
whum he named as sole executor in his 
will, 
Mr. Hewes being then dead.—

\ »Titan’s colossal musical instru 
inent was 320 f»*» t in length, and, on 
that account, was constructed in an ojien 
lot instead of in a harp factory. 
It was 
most simple in construction, consisting 
of 15 wires strung tightly 1m tween two 
poles. 
These wires were of different 
sizes, the largest being one-sixth of an 
inch iu diameter and tlu* smallest one- 
twelfth of an inch. They were stretched 
north and south and inclined in such a 
manner as to form an angle »*f from 20 
to 30 degrees with the horizon.

queer instrument w:ts not intended a.s 
an exaggerated toy, but was constructed

interpreters and “ old tiaiers” poured 
into our w illing ears! 
Each one could 
have talked all night and yet left the 
narration of hi,s exp-.riences unfinished 
then.
